She did 
so alone, giving as excuse for the absence of 
her son that be was attacked with lever. 
The visit ended by free permission to reside 
in the l'yreuees, promises of money, and 
most sympathizing marks of interest in the 
Queen's welfare, both from Louis Philippe 
and ihe two Princesses of Orleans.

Incorporation Franchise. 

We have been puzzled to discover how 
the Town Council will be eleuU'd, should 
the Incorporation bill now before iho .Assem- 
bly become law without amendment, Under 
the head of ' qualification of voters," iho 
qualification is set forth— -t A male British 
subject; '2. lluvUiii resideil three months in 
ilie Colony; 3. Rated on tin: Mujlioiptll As- 
sessment Itolj, three months previous to 

voting. We can easily eouoeivo that large 
numbers wuuid eume under the two lir.-i 
qualifications, but not one person can come 
under the third qualification. '1 lie best of 
all reasons can be given for the latter — theie j 
is no Municipal Assessment Roll, if M.uni- 
cipal Assessment K ill be synonymous with j 
Town or City Assessment Roll, It puzzles I 
us to find out what " Municipal '■' can reler to ; 
except to the Colony. If so, it then is a clear 
case of no election. The presumption is, 
however, that some illiberal clause is kept 
back, to bo sprung at a moment when no 
one is near to defend it except the quorum of 
five. If, however, we take Lie Municipal 
Assessment Roll to be the Amassment Ro 1 
of the Victoria Town district, then a very 
serious injury indeed will be iiiflictod on the 
inhabitants: LJ.uler that document no one, 
except the owners of teal estate, are regis- 
tered. Consequently, every citizen who 
rents real estate will be excluded from 
voting. Such being the case, the number of 
civic voters will be teduced one-half at least, 
in comparison with the existing revised list 
of voters for the Town. It is ruMomary to 
iuukc civic franchisee mote liberal than the 
franchise to elect members, of the Legisla- 
ture. It Woujd appear that .Mr. Cary has 
designedly cm down the franclii-e, under 
the guise of a iujfc paying franchise. Hi;: ii 
is tangible enough to the moHtobiuse thai a 
deo-p laid scht me has been concocted to. dis- 
franchise a large body of our citizens. 

What renders this scheme Still more alarm- 
ing is the fact that the oorporati in can have 
no right whatever to lax personal piopertv. 
Thus in starting the corporation, only owners 
of real estate ate '.o be allowed Jo vote (if 
the municipal roll refers to present assess-! 
tnent roll of the town) and in all future 
elections, unless the [ncnrp.irutiou Act be 
amended, tno franchise will be confined to 
them, because those who lent propeily are 
excluded. All sueii double shuffling legis-J 
lation has got lo be put down. Such pal- 
pable wrongs are Insufferable, and c.iliz ns 
hail better confront their representatives it I 
once with a remonstrance against such an 
invasion of Iheil rights. The only way in 
which a municipal assessmcnt-r rll qualifi- 
cation could be a liberal one, would be b) 
taxing all kinds. of property, both real ami 
personal. T.l\eti taxation ami representation 
would 'go together so far as civic representa- 
tion was concerned at lea-t. For some till- 
enlightened reason or o'ber, the working 
majority in the Assembly an: opposed lo 
taxing personal property; and Hie proba- 
bility is fairly inferable thai personal prop, 
erty wili be exempted from taxation in the 
town, ajid the whole taxes of the town piled 
upon real estate owners. Such injustice i> 
no parallel whatever to the illiberaliiy and 
uriftiiiness of excludii.g tliose who mil real 
estate Irom vi.liug. Il personal property be 
nut rated, nor lessees he allowed lo vole, no 
substitute can be found except a poll tax. 

The trades licenses are ineffectual, lor only 
certain trades are licensed, and the larger 
body of the English population are nut in- 
cluded in th" Tiades License assessment 
roll. 

Another illiberal provision is the idea ol 
allowing vuteis to vote in each ward in 
W.iich they hold and are- laved for teal 
estate. The principle gone upon in this 
i'nstal ce is tliat it is property thai votes. 

Such OUght not to be the ease. Il it were 

property that voted, and not the man, then 
the line principle would be to allow men I . 
vote the same as they would if they held 
shares in a joint-stock company where every 
Bhare was equiva,eut to a vote, Tims: ii 
A. had one share he would have one vote, 
and if 11. had fifty shares, he would have 
fifty votes, or forty-nine voles more tli.it A. 
The property qualification for general or civic 
purpose* wu.-> only designed us a substantial 
evidence that the voter bad a bona. full inter- 
est in the country. It was never designed 
for any oilier purpose. If it was, then ex- 
tend the piiuciple on tho joint-stock system, 
and allow a.l'uw rich nabobs lo rule the town 
and country Ift.the exclusion of a majority ol 
tko..peoplu Irom a voice in the ullairs of 
tho lown or colony.

Editor British Colonist:— It has been rain- 
ing r.carly every day for tho last ibrtnigh.r, and 
the snow on the southern slopes of the mouiitnihs 
has felt its influotiop and " willed." The change 
is decidedly for iho worse, so far as regards the 
comfort of parties packing on the trail, who now 
sink up to the knees in n compound of snow and 
witter, commonly known as slosh. This is aggra- 
vated by the fact that dense forests of alder bushes, 
being released by the thaw, have sprung up like 
■magic, end offer an obstacle to the traveler almost 
ns impenetrable as a phalanx Of some of those 
•stubborn spears which we read about in connection 
With the Middle Ages. Happily, this state of 
•things will not last much longer, its 1 hear that 
'the sum of money ($2000) which I wrote about as 
being apprOpYiatsd by the Governor fur the trails 
between William's Lake and the Forks is tu be 
devoted to opening up the communication between 
here and Antler. We may therefore reasonably 
expect that puck trains will soon go right through 
to that place, which will be of incalculable benefit 
to the miners. There is plenty of grass during the 
summer on the Bald Mountains between Koithloy 
and Antler; but between the hitter place and the 
Forks scarce any feed is to be had. The old trail 
into Keithley's by the lower Ferry on the Main 
Queincllc, on which there is feed fur animals, has 
almost fallen into disuse, on account of the greater 
distance to travel aim the larere swamps which have 
to be traversed. There i-, therefore, Utile doubt 
but that all the trullic with Cariboo will be carried 
bntn'a Quesneile City, which at present is certain- 
ly the nearest and best route. 

PROM ANTLER. 

I have been just informed by a late arrival from 
Antler that some very fine pieces of gold have 
been taken out of Stephen's Gulch, one of which 
veighed over 050. It is of a different character 
from toe guidon Antler, and has fragments of red 
quartz attached to. it. The claims above and below 
Stephen's party do not pay at all, a. id they have 
discovered that the gold is confined to a lead which 
runs across the gulch. It is being- followed into 
the hills. 

keithley's cheek. 
A party of Californiums are also tunneling on 
Iicilhley'B Clcek, which stream is expected to turn 
out nearly as much cold as A.ntlor. Several claims 
paid Irotn $75 to jJtltlU a day hist autumn and a 
great deal of ground has not been touched vet. Ii 
must, liowover, bo Hum. d to work to advantage. 
This ireek was first su m 's about this time last 
year, and was then so low that it cuuld be easily 
ivndid. At present it would be sudden death to 
atten.pt anything of the kind. There is also more 
water in all the .streams I ban there was at the same 
period l;ist year, and those who were here are of 
opinion that the season is at least a month later 
than usual. Snuwshoc Creel;, a tributary of 
Keithley's, will be worked by several parlies this 
summer. A prospect of 5'J cents in the gravel was 
lately obtained from the b:inks. 

Nl: 1RLY STARVED Oi l' — SPECIMENS. 

Two men who were out prospecting from Antler 
lost themselves In the mountains, and wore out 

about two weeks longer than they anticipated. 
Being out of provisions and ammunition t ,cy were 
forced to sacrifice a dog belonging to one of them 
in order to satisfy the cravings of hii nger. Luck lly, 
before the animal was quite devoured, they n il In 
with another party, who supplied them with food 
and placed them iii the right track back. Rose, 
McDonald & Co. lately obtained one or two re- 
rriarkable specimens of gold w hilst ground sluic- 
ing on a part of their claim. Quartz crystals us 
clear as glass were attached to them. 

ABSKKT OOLD COMMISSIONER. 
I must again remark on ihi evils attending the 
absence of a Gold Commissioner or legal authority 
in these pail. Every day complaints are heard on 
that head. Nut every one can spue time suliici- 
eht to enable them tu go such a lung distance as 
"Williams' Lake to transact any little business they 
may l ave with the Commissioner. In a large and 
.new mining district like Cariboo, it is imperative 
that there should he some recognized authority to 
take Immediate notice of any appeals that may be 
made, and to a< t ns arbitrator in the hundred and 
one cases of dispute which are bound to arise in a 
mining district. In the absence of nun magistrate 
in California, the miners could doubtless get nl rig 
very well without one, as they could apueal to 
Judge Lynch without any fear of being called tu 
account for the share they might take in the pro 
ceedings. But in British Columbia there a 
.wholesome dread of the law, which renders men 
very careful how they take it into theirown hands, 
and causes them to look for redress from the 
proper qtl iter. It is, therefore, an inexcusable, 
neglect on the part of the Government to deprive 
them of tho means of being righted. The order 
and absence of crime that has hitherto marked 
the proceedings ii. the Cariboo district is certainly 
a matt, r for congratulation, but it is very doubtful 
how long il will Lot under the present no-redress 
RVsttm. A big crop of litigation has grown, and 
is patiently waiting for some one lo euine and 

gather it. .Some of the most, sanguine litigants 
believe that die expected appearance of Judge 
Begbie will have the effect of straightening mat- 
ters. May they hot be deceived. 

A biiambful custom. 

1 have been requested by many miners to pro- 
test against a custom that has hitherto prevailed 
here, and that is, that the Commissioner \*ill 
record any number of claims to any one man, 
provided the Ice is forthcoming, and will also re- 
cord tho same claim several times over to different 
individuals without informing them of a prior 
record. This appears us if the Government were 
anxious to accumulate the almighty dollar without 
regard to the inconvenience of the public.

INDIAN COMMISSION, 
Mr. Gary introduced a bill to amend the law with 
regard to the trial of Indian criminals, and lo pro- 
vide lor the [rial by a commission of Indians guilty 

of any Offence except murder. The commission is 
to be appointed by Hie Governor. The stipendiary 
magistrate may net us Indian Commissioner if he 
choose; no indictment will be allotted; the com- 
inibsiim may iiceptur r< jeot such evidence us they 
think f;f, and :uay aunjmoua jiiiy if deemed. uecBB- 



sary; Incases where offenders tiro sentenced to 
undergo corporeal punishment, the penalty must 
be submitted to His Excellency the' Governor for 
his decision. The present system of trying natives, 
Mr. Cary said, is found expensive and insufficient, 
and alike prejudicial to the Colony and the Indians 
themselves, 

Mr McDonald seconded the hill, and after ap- 
proving remarks from other members, it passed to 
a second reading. 

INDIAN LI QUO II S E.LI. I NO TO HE LEGALIZED ! 

Mr. Cary introduced a bill to repeal the Indian 
Liquor Act of 'GI, aim said lhat it hud been found 
that uny attempt to check tho sale of liquor to In- 
dians was useless. The jail is filled with wretches 
who subsist by the vile truffle, and the ludiens get 
all liquor they want. No bill will answer; tho 
police force is ton small, and the arena lor tiquor- 
selling too large to prevent tho business. 'I'nrow 
the trade open, and let anybody that wishes to do 
so sell them Bquur. 

Mr. Waddiugton alluded to the success which 
had attended the appointment of I ho In Ban police, 
and believed the Liquor Bill of lust year had not 
been sufficiently tried; several hoav) Hoes had been 
imposed recently under its provisions, and the 
effect must be beneficial lo the revenue as well as 
to the natives. The removal of restrictions might 
give the Indians good liquor, but that was all. 

Mr. Southgate seconded the bill, and induing so 
said he was aware of whole cargoes of bad liquor 
having been brought from the other side and sold 
to Indians here. 

Mr. Franklin believed lhat the chances were the 
Indians had become su much attached lo tangle- 
leg that they preferred it tu good liquor (laughter), 
lie doubted the advisability of a change ; the pol- 
icy is a startl ing one, because new, and entirely 
changes the policy pursued by the British Govern- 
ment towards the natives for filly years p..-t. 

Mr. McDonald — It will be downright murder to 
give them liquor. The India i Puhco will goto 
ruin, and Homing but a while police constantly on 
hand will keep them in order. Drunken whiles 
cannot take care of themselves and Indians much 
less so. 

Mr. Crease knew that in France where tho busi- 
ness was thrown open to everyone, liquor was 
good. If the irade is thrown open, they will not 
have money to buy all the liquor they want, and 
the tangle-leg will be done away with. 

Mi. burnaby — Probably if we throw open this 
business tu every body, a canteen might be wstab- 
lishcii, the same us at a soldier's camp.
